REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Citizens of Barnstead: 


My seventh annual report as superintendent of schools, it 
being the thirteenth in the series of such reports, is here- 
with respectfully presented to you for your consideration. As 
no material changes have been made in the plans of ad- 
ministration of the schools during the past year and none 
are contemplated in the near future, the report will consist 
largely of statistics with brief comments on them. 


INSTRUCTION. 


In the report for last year it was mentioned that a thorough 
testing program had been carried on during the fall of 1928. 
The results of the tests given were tabulated and compared 
with the results reported from all parts of the United States. 
Nearly one million individual tests were given throughout 
the country at about the same time. A comparison of the 
results in this supervisory union with those for the country 
as a whole is significant. This union did much better than 
the nation as a whole in Arithmetic Computation, Spelling, 
and Nature Study, and slightly better in Geography; it did 
as well as or better than other villages and rural sections 
in Reading, Arithmetic Reasoning, and Language Usage, and 
as well as the eastern states in Health. In only two subjects, 
Grammar and History, did this union fail to come up to at 
least one of these groups, and in those subjects they fell short 
only shghtly. Taking all subjects together, our third and 
fourth grades greatly exceeded the rest of the country; 
grades five and eight slightly exceeded, and grades six and 
seven fell somewhat below. In all grades and all subjects 
Union No. 49 scored a total of 1,661 points as compared with 
1,641 for the whole United States. These results show that 
pupils in the elementary schools of this supervisory union 
are learning fully as well as children elsewhere in this 
country. 
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TEACHERS. 


Three changes in the teaching force occurred during the 
school year ending June 30, 1929, two of which were men- 
tioned in my last report. The third, as was one of the others 
also, was at the Parade: Mrs. Maude F. Wheeler replacing 
Miss Peasley at the end of the winter term. So far this year 
only one change has been necessary: Mrs. Wheeler was 
obliged to give up her work on account of ill health, and 
Anita Aldrich replaced her. A list of the teachers for the 
present school year with their respective positions follows:

All except two of these teachers are graduates of normal 
schools and these two hold permanent certificates, having 
completed the state examinations. ‘T'wo have had three years 
of training in junior high school work. Barnstead teach- 
ers are trained teachers. 

PROMOTIONS. 


Last year one hundred and eight pupils were promoted to 
the next grade, and eight, or 6.9 per cent, failed of promo- 
tion. 

Six pupils received certificates of admission to high school: 
Constance Chandler, Ralph French, Richard Jenisch, Ru- 
dolph Jenisch, John King, and Lena Maxwell. All of these 
pupils entered high school last fall.

As only four of these pupils are seniors and as there are 
eleven in the eighth grade, it is likely that about $2,300 will 
be needed for high school tuitions for 1930-31. 


Rout oF Honor. 

Three pupils were neither absent nor tardy during the 
school year ending June 30, 1929: Marjorie Bennett, Con- 
stance Chandler and William Golden. Two of these have had 
perfect attendance for two consecutive years: Marjorie Ben- 
nett and Constance Chandler. 

HEALTH. 

Again the report of the school nurse, which is printed be- 
low, shows effective corrective work. The column headed 
Defects Corrected Since Last Examination is especially in- 
teresting. It is to be remembered that this report does not 
cover any part of the present school year, but is for the school 
year 1928-29 only. When we consider the cost of this health 
service to the district, less than $75 per year, we realize that 
it is an exceptionally good investment, and we should not 
forget the fact, either, that the saving to the parents by hav- 
ing the corrective work done at clinics is at least equal to the 
apparent cost of the whole service. Again the school board 
has planned in its budget for an expenditure of $250 for this 
service, $175.50 of which will come from the state.

The chief fact in these statistics to deserve special comment 
is the considerable drop from the previous year in the per 
cent of attendance. This was due almost entirely to a gen- 
eral epidemic of whooping cough which hit every school very 
hard. 

BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


Last summer we were faced with the problem of making 
accommodations at the Center for what seemed to be an ex- 
ceptionally large school. After very careful study of the 
building and of the pupil population it was decided that the 
only sensible thing to do was to remodel the schoolhouse into 
a two-room building, so this was done, and at a very reason- 
able cost. The wisdom of the plan was proved when forty- 
nine pupils came to be enrolled in this school, eleven of whom 
are in the first grade. 

The toilets at the Parade are exceedingly unsanitary and 
should be remodeled next summer. This work will entail 
considerable expense, but no one who saw the conditions here 
would question the advisability of a change. 

The toilets at the South School, too, are in need of atten- 
tion. The blind ditches once put in to take care of the waste 
material have become filled up so that the tanks can be 
emptied only by dipping. 

Another important job of repairing that should be attended 
to soon is the fixing of the underpinning of the Dennett 
schoolhouse. 
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These three items are all important and will account for 
most of the $1,000 being asked for in the budget for minor 
repairs. 

FINANCES. 


I am sure you will be interested in the following facts re- 
garding the financing of Barnstead schools: 

The total state aid for Barnstead for the four years from 
1922 to 1925 inclusive, was $7,268.54, and for the four years 
from 1926 to 1929, $19,045.74, an increase of $11,777.20. 
The expenditures for 1922 to 1925 were $44,480.55, and for 
1926 to 1929, $55,856.86, an increase of $11,376.31; $400.89 
less than the increase in state aid. It is evident from these 
figures that state aid is helping wonderfully toward the pro- 
gressive improvement of Barnstead schools. 


CONCLUSION. 


The instruction now being received by the children in 
Barnstead’s schools compares favorably with that being re- 
ceived by pupils in the schools of the country as a whole, 
and the buildings and equipment are rapidly approaching 
standardization. Only through the whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion of all concerned in the problem are such satisfactory re- 
sults being obtained.
